Politicians of both parties are guessing 
industriously as to the outcome of the 
election which is to give St. Louis a 
practically new Municipal Assembly 
next April. The only certainties in the 
present situation that the Demo- 
crats will have a hard fight to elect 
the successors of the six Councilmen 
whose terms expire in a few months, 
and that the eftect of the enforcement 
of the Sunday law is to be an eiement 
in the choice of members of the House 
of Delegates. 

The administration faces the possibil- 
ity that the Council will be Republican, 
and that Mayor Wells will find himsel! 
handicapped in making his long list ot 
appointments and prvus:cuting nis pres- 
ent administrative policies it that hap- 
pens. 

Republican politicians declare

that if 


their. party succeeds in controlling the 
Council the relations which have ex- 


isted between the present body and tie 
Mayor wiil be changed. The Repub- 
lican members of the City Council, they 
Say, have not only not been hostile, bul 
even friendly to the Mayor. They have 
been consistently among his supporters, 
except in One or two instances in the 
earlier part:of their terms. One of them 
—George Hitchcock—has been as safely 
for the administration, it is indicated, 
as have any of the Democrats. 
The refiring Democratic Councilmen 
are Davjs, Marks, Gardner, Koifes and 
Lawlor.) Those who remain two years 
longer are Ewing and Lesser. To con- 
trol thé situation in the Council the 
Democyats will have to electat least 
five-of their six candidates. ‘This is re- 
@arded as a difficult task. 

Fifteen Needed in House, 
In the House of Delegates the Demo- 
crats will have to eiect 15 men to in- 
Sure a continuance of their control in 
that branch of the Assembly. They now 
have 19 seats. 
Democratic politicians who have stud- 
ied the conditions say that the opposi- 
tion to Democratic candidates will come 
principally from the North and South 
sections of the city, The brewery wards, 
With the exception of the Seventh, are 
expected, to develop close contests, with 
the chances favoring the Republicans. 
The cause of this is given as the oper- 
ation of the lid, which is charged to the 
Democrats. 
Few members, either of the Council or 
House of Delegates, have expressed in- 
tentions of becuming candidates for re- 
election. It is believed that in the House 
of Delegates, at least, Most of the pres- 
ent members will want to return. The 
exception is Ralph Coale of the Twenty- 















eighth Ward, who has already an- 
nounceed that he doesn't want a renom- 
ination. Friends of Mr. Coale say he 


will be pressed to let his name be used. 
Councilman Marks is said to be will- 
ing to be a candidate for re-election, 
but the sentiments of the other retir- 
ing Democrats have not become known.

$51,000,000 FOR BETTERMENT™ 


The year that is closing has a good record of 
philanthropic work for human betterment and relief. 


Fifty-one million dollars, in round numbers, is the 
amount given by Americans for education and char- 
ity during the 12 months. 

These figures onty include the sums made public by 
the newspapers. The total amount given privately, 
the large sums contributed for relief of suffering in 
foreign countries, and the money used for current ex- 
penses of hospitals, orphan homes and other insti- 
tutions, produced by investments of former benefac- 





tions, would aggregate an enormous total. 

A list of the published amounts shows that the 
number of givers is increasing. We are used to 
seeing the names of Carnegie, Rockefeller and some 
of the other well known millionaires in the roll of 
honor as founders of libraries, hospitals, etc. But 
they are ably seconded by a host of men and wom- 
en whose names are not at all familiar. 

A. J. Dotger, for instance—a New Jersey man— 
has given Tuskegee College $665,000, besides many 
large sums to other institutions. Albert Wilcox of 
New York has given the Audubon Society $600,000. 
This is for the protection of the birds, but indi- 
rectly it helps the human race, the feathered tribes 
being necessary to human existence. Nicholas Len- 
nig of Philadelphia is a friend to the children, his 
benefactions being for children’s homes and aid so- 
cieties. G. A. Herua of New York gave $150,000 
for the encouragement of American art. 

The list suggests that men and women of means 
may find many opportunities for good besides the 
usual ones of founding libraries or helping hospitals. 
Mrs. Russell Sage has begun to distribute some ot 


field for her efforts in this line. 

The anonymous giver occupies a prominent place 
in the list. Sums from $500,000 down have been 
give anonymously, proving that many persons are 
willing to do good without looking to fame for re- 
ward. 

The showing for the year 1906 is gratifying, but 
it is not a record breaker. Nineteen hundred and 
one stands first in the total of benefactions for a 
single 12 months. During that year $107,360,000 
was given. The next best year was 1903, with a 
total of $95,000,000. But 1906 makes a better show- 
ing than 1900, which had a total of only $47,500,000. 

It is evident that the idea of trusteeship of wealth, 
advocated by Andrew Carnegie and other wealthy 
men, has a firm hold in the thought of the day. 
Whatever may be wrong with the world, there is a 
growing sense of duty towards humanity in the 
minds of those-who are exceptionally fortunate.

NE of the most important marriages in the 
O world’s history was solemnized at Torgau, in 
Germany, on June 13, 1525. It was that of Mar- 


tin Luther, ex-priest and father of the Protestant 
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Church, and Catherine von Bora, a nun, who had left 
the cloister with eight companions to worship ac- 
cording to their own consciences, and lived in retire- 
ment at Torgau,. protected by its citizens. 
The great instigator of the Reformation was 4° 
year old at the time of his marriage. The fight which 
as a young priest he had inaugurated on the estab 
lished practice of selling religious indulgences haéd 
brought about the rupture between himself and ths 
Pope, which ultimately resulted in his excommunica- 
tion and the foundation of the Protestant religion. 
One of the minor points of difference betweer 
Luther and the church related to the enforced celi- 
bacy of the clergy. Luther believed that it was not 
meet, even for priests, to dwellsalone, and his marriage, which shocked 
the world, added greatly to his earthly happiness and, at. least in his opin- 
ion, did not imperil] his heavenly bliss. Catherine von Bora was a very 
pretty woman, and she made him a sweet and affectionate wife.

But though he exclaimed over her independent spirit Luther was very 
much in love with the ex-nun and playfully tender in his manner of ad- 
dressing her. “My Eve, my Kit, my rib Kit, that most learned dame. Cath.- 
arine Luther—ah, Kit, thou shouldst never preach! How much these same 
ribs have to answer for!” were among his endearing expressions. 

This unusually successful marriage was solemnized by a ring signifi- 
cant of sorrow. The gold surface was engraved with the crucifixion and 
the emblems of torture connected with it. Inside was the Latin inscription, 
“D. Martino Luther—Catharina Boren,13 Junli, 1525.” 

To the superstitious it may seem strange that a union effected on the 
thirteenth of the month should have been go singularly successful. 

Luther’s enemies and the Catholics, who sincerely regarded him as the 
worst of men, liked to think of him as of a man tormented by sorrow and 
remorse. But his private life was always peaceful and serene, and his 
wife and the six children she bore him were his sole refuge against the 
persecution he had to endure. Luther’s was one of the most courageous 
as well as one of the happiest marriages of great men. And, perhaps of 
all great men’s unions, it has been the most far-reaching in its effects.

Not one of the forty-odd pairs of 
young eyes in the Salvation Army Chil-

Wells in Chiearo sunk in 184, by 1%2 
showed a decline of the water head of 
10 feet.
